LEADER IS ON OCEAN 


Alejandro Leroux, Fugitive, 
Returning From Brazil to 
Head Workmen.

CERBERBA, Franco-Spanish Frontier, 
July 30.—Reports received here from 
the disaffected portion of Spain show 
the terrible fury of the women through- 
out Catalonia. At Barcelona the wom- 
en fought behind the barricades with the 
men, urging them to resist King Alfon- 

go's troops to the death. 

Everywhere the women _ resisted 
searches by soldiers for recruits for the 
reserves, barring the doors of houses 
and firing at the soldiers from win- 
dows. 

At Casa de la Salva the sepulation 
surrounded and disarmed the civil 
guard and locked up the officials in the 
barracks. 

Not only at Barcelona, but throughout 
Catalonia, church property was the spe- 
cial object of the popular fury. 


Convents Sacked and Burned, 
Horrible stories are recounted of the 


merciless fashion in which the churches 
and convents were sacked and burned by 
mobs of women and men. The inmates 
of the institutions were driven into the 
felds, to cries of “Down with the 
Church!” 

At Granollera, 16 miles from Barce- 
joha, two convents were burned. 

At Amer the Carmelite convent was 
looted and burned. The sisters narrow- 
ly escaped with their lives. 

Order has been re-established at 
_.Figueras. The rioters are being arrest- 
@@. in large batches and led off to 
prison, Nevertheless many revolution- 
aries have escaped and are making their 
way to the frontier. 

The Madrid authorities fear the ar- 
rival of Alejandro Leroux in Spain. He 
is on his way from Brazil to place him- 
self at the head of the revolution. He 
holds the workmen’s organization in the 
holiow of his hand. 

While a member of the Spanish Cortes 
in 1908, Leroux broke with the party be- 
cause it joined with the Catalonian Sol- 
idarists, who included the Carlists. The 

«latter he opposed on the ground that 
they stood for the maintenance of a 
' Monarchist and clerical regime. 
\ Last year, after publishing a series of 
bitter articles against the Government, 
he was condemned to two years’ impris- 
@nment, but fled to Brazil. 

‘Despite his condemnation of the re- 
Publicans, he was re®elected to Parlia- 
ment at the last election, and is now 
on his way home to assume leadership.

Paper Rates Almost Cut in 
Two—Commission’s Du- 
ties Are Narrowéd.

WASHINGTON, July 30.—When Ma- 
jority Leader Payne, head of the House 
ecnferees on the tariff bill which bears 
his name, rose in the House today to 
present the report of the Conference 
Committee of the two houses on the bill, 
the measure had been in conference for 
just three weeks. 

Contending that the bill marks a gen- 


rates of duty, Mr. Payne presented an 
exhaustive analysis of its provisions He 
undertock to show tha? there had been 
a merked decrease in the rates on the 
necessaries of life, while showing that 
there had been an increase cn some of 
the luxuries. 

Probably the most marked reductions 
throughout any schedule in the bill, asa 
result of the action of the two houses and 
of the Conference Committee. are found 
in the metal schedule. Beginning with 
a decrease in the rate of iron ore from 
40 to 15 cents a ton, there is a gcuneral 
reduction throughout that portion of the 
bill, pig iron going down from }4 to $2.50 
a ton, and scrap iron from $4 to $1. « 

Rail Duty Cut in Two. 

The reduction on many. of the items 
in this schedule amounts to about 5”) per 
cent and this reduction’ 
rails. ‘There is an increase on struc- 
tural steel ready for use, and a slight 
inerease on razors, nippers and pliers, 
and on such new metals as tungsten 

Rough lumber goes down from $2 to 
Nes a-thousand feet, with a correspond- 
ing reduction in the differential on 
dressed lumber. The $1.25 rate was in- 
sisted on by President Taft 


@ne wool scheduie underwent no 
change of corsequence, but the entire 
cotton schedule was reconstructed and 
the phraseology greatly changed in the 
hope of preventing reductions through 
decisions by the courts, such as have- 
characterized the administration of the 
Dingley law during latter years. 


Cetton Hosiery Higher. 

In many instances the rates intended 
to be imposed by the Dingley law were 
cut by these decisions, the reductions 
in gome instances being from 60 per 
cent to 8 per cent ad valorem. It is esti- 
mated that the rates fixed by the new 
bill are about 3 per cent higher upon 
an average than those collected on cot- 
tons last year. The rates on cotton 
hosiery are generally increased. 

In the much contested matter of the 
rate on gloves, the high protectionists 
failed to score. They sought, through 
an increase made by the House, to 
raise the duty materially above the 
Dingley figures, but were antagonized 
by the Senate, and the Senate won, the 
only change made in the entire schedule 
being one slight reduction. 

The silk schedule was reconstructed 
with a view of imposing specific rather 
than ad valorem duties, with the re- 
sult that the average duty will be some- 
what higher under the new law than 
under the present statute. 


Hemp Higher, Linen Lower. 
Oli cloths and linoleum are heavily 


cut, but otherwise the changes in the 
uuix, hemp and jute provisions were not 
material. A slightly increased duty is 
provided for hemp, both crude and 
hackled, and also on certain high-gade 
laces. On linen yarns and mattings 
there is a reduction. 

Sugar and tobacco duties remain sub- 
stantially as under the Dingley law. 
The free importation of considerable 
quantities of both of these articles from 
the Philippine Islands is permitted, and 
a material change was made in the in- 
ternal revenue law by an amendment 
taking the tax off of the sale of tobacco 
in the hand. 

There is a uniform increase on spirits, 
wines and liquors of 15 per cent. 

In the agricultural schedules hops are 
increased from 12 to 16 cents a pound 
and there is also an increase on lemons, 
figs, almonds and pineapples. 

Fancy Soap Increased. 

Common window glass of the lower 
sizes, in which the imports are heavy, is 
reduced, and where changes were made 
in the chemical schedules there was a 
general decrease, except upon such arti- 
cles as fancy soaps and perfumes, which 
were increased.

CHICAGO, July 30.—Mrs. E. F. Young, 
principal of the Chicago Normal School 
and one of the most widely known edu- 
cators in the Middle West, will be the 
new superintendent of the <hieage pub- 
lic scheetis, She will be the first woman 
to occupy this position in any large city 
in the country. 

The formal election of Mrs. Young will 
take place tonight at a special meeting 
of the School Board. 

The selection, made at a caucus last. 
night, is said to be a blow to the Teach- 
ers’ Federation. Her attitude toward 
this body has displeased its members. 

Mrs. Young began teaching in the Skin- 
ner School on the Wes- Side at $25 a 
month. As superiné*néent she will re- 
ceive $10,000 a yezr, en will be one of 
the two highest sal:-ried public school 
officials in the United States.

She was born in Buffalo Jan. 15, 1845, 
was graduated from the Chicago High 
School and Chicago Normal School, be- 
gan teaching in 1862 and married Wil- 
liam Young in 1868.

She was appointed district superinten- 
dent of CHicago schools in 1887 and. be- 
came head of the Nermal School in 1889. 
She went to the dUniversity of Chicago 
as professo.. of educgtion in 1905.

The late President Harper of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago became a great ad- 
mirer of Mrs. Young’s work at the 
Normal School and said: ‘This Mrs. 
Young is just the kirA of voman I want 
to get hold of for introducing educa- 
tional reforms.” 

He sent his secretary to summon her, 
but Mrs. Young returned word that the 
university had nothing to offer her 
which she would accept. She thought he 
wanted to make her an instructor, be- 
cause she had no Ph.

The trimmer said he wouldn’t cut 
anything if there was going to be a 
tow about it. He left and Mrs. Hoff- 
mann began the snipping. Miss Jessie 
Morris»n went to the rescue of the 
hedge and endeavored to pull it away 
from Mrs, Hoffmann.

Head Paid Him Until Week Ago Was Not 
Interested Enough to Inquire 


Before Special Commissioner Guy A. 
Thompson, Friday, Jeptha D. Howe, the 
Republican ‘‘boss’” and brother-in-law 
of Circuit Attorney Seebert G. Jones, 
testified that he was employed prior to 
the April election to bring the quo war- 
ranto suit against the West End Light 
and Power Co. 

Howe admitted that his tab is to be 
$2500 in this case, and that he has re- 
ceived $1250. He testified that he first’ 
Knew that his fees were being paid by 
James Campbell, financial head of the 
lighting monopoly of St. Louis, when he 
read Attorney Lon O. Hocker’s testi- 
mony last week. 


Howe was meek and mild on the wit- 
ness stand. He declared that neither 
he nor Hocker told Circuit Attorney 
Jones that they were employed by Mr. 
Campbell to instigate a quo warranto 
suit against the West End company. 

At the beginning of his testimony, 
Howe stated that when Hocker first 
mnentioned the matter of employing him 
in the case he answered that he wished 
to make an investigation of the facts 
and the law for himself before going 
into it. 

Depended on Hocker. , 

Later he admitted that the only inves- 
tigation he made was in conjunction 
with Hocker, in Hocker’s office, and 
that he depended entirely upon Hocker 
for a statement of the facts, and that 
the day following his investigation with 
Hocker he and Hocker called on ea 
cuit Attorney Jones to ascertain whether 
he would procegth,, by quo warranto 
against the West End company. 

Howe testified he knew he was being 
employed by Hocker as an associate, 
but he declared he made no inquiry as 
to whom Mr. Hocker was representing. 

“Did you have no interest in the mat- 
ter of who was employing you?’ Howe 
was asked by Attorney Swarts. 

“T did not,’’ he answered. 


“Hocker first spoke to me about this in 


matter at the Courthouse,” Howe testi- 
fied. “I met him at luncheon and dis- 
cussed it with him casually, and told 
him I desired to make my own investiga- 
tion of the law and the facts before 
deciding whether I would accept the 
employment. 

“I went to his office one evening and 
stayed with him until midnight, going 
over the ordinances and the facts that 
he had collected, and I told him I was 
convinced a quo warranto suit would 
lie in this case. 

“The next day we went together to 
see Circuit Attorney Jones and laid the 
facts before him.”’ 

Did Not Hear Counter Charge. 

“Did Mr. Hocker state to you, or did 
you read it in the answer of the West 
End company to the Trigg injunction 
suit, that the issue was there raised 
that the sult Was not filed in good faith, 
but in the interest of the light monopoly 
of this city?’ 

“I never read the answer, and I don’t 
think Mr. Hocker mentioned this matter 
to me. I got my impresions of the 
Trigg case, and Judge Grimm's decision 
in that case, from Mr. Hocker. 

“When you and Mr. Hocker went to, 
see Mr. Jones, did you state to him 
whom you represented?” 

“That matter was not discussed.”’ 

“You did not consider it essential to | 
tell him in whose behalf you were act- 
ing in asking him to bring this suit?” 

An objection was sustained. 

“Mr. Jones has testified that you and 
Mr. Hocker left him under the impres- 
sion that you were acting In behalf of 
Trigg?”

Hides of cattle come in free and ther? 
i# @ corresponding reduction on leather 
and leather goods. The House rates are 
practically retained on sole leather, 
leather for uppers, boots, shoes and har- 
ness, but the free-hide provision is 
besed on the condition that on and after 
Cet. 1, 1908, sole leather from the hides 
that are to be admitted free will pay 
a duty of 5 per cent; grain, buff, and 
split leather, 7% per cent; boots and 
Shoes, the upper leather of which is 
made from such hides, 10 per cent, and 
harness and saddlery, 20 per cent. 


Shoe Duties Reduced. 
This schedule of rates will result in a 


reduction of 16 per cent on boots: and 
shoes, 20 per cent on harness and sad- 
dlery, 15 per cent on sole leather and 
1% per cent on leather for uppers, if 
trade of the hides that are put on ile 
free list by the provision. 

Bituminous coal is reduced from 6&7 
centg a ton to 45 cents, and there Is also 
& reduction on gunpowder, matches and 
cartridges. Agricultural implements go 
off from 2% per cent ad valorem to 16 
per cent and the older works of art are 
placed upon the free list. 

Petroleum, which received much at- 
tention in both houses, slips through 
without any duty, countervailing or 
otherwise, and most of its products 
come in under the same terms. 

The administrative features of the bill 
were much changed in conference. The 
commission of experts provided by the 
Senate was retained in name, but its 
duties are restricted to investigating 
discriminations against the United 
States by other countries for the benefit 
of the President in administering the 
maximum and minimum rate provision, 
and of government officers in adminis- 
tering the customs laws. 

The Senate's maximum and minimum 
provision was retained in the main. It 
provides an increased duty amounting 
to 2% per cent ad valorem on goods 
brought into the United States from 
countries discriminating against this 
country. The drawback provision of 
th. Dingley law was restored, with a 
slight addition controlling the use of al- 
cohol in articles for export. 

The customs court was retained, and 
its headquarters fixed in Washington. 

The principal difficulty In the way of 
a clearly detailed comparison between 
the present or so-called Dingley law, 
and the new bill, lies in the fact that, in 
most of the more important and sharply 
contested provisions and schedules, a 
radical rearrangement of classification 
and a shifting from specific to ad val- 
orem duties leaves few common terms 
for comparison. 








WASHINGTON, July 80.—Mr. Payne's 
statement in presenting the tariff bill 
today comprised an analysis of the bill, 
showing both the increases and the de- 
creases, but this detailed presentation 
was preceded by a general summary in 
which he undertook to show the extent 
of revenue increases and decreases ac- 
cording to schedules. 

According to this showing the total in- 
creases were on importations valued at 
$852,512,525, and the total decreases on 
importations amounting to $4,978,122,1%. 

In this preliminary statement Mr. 
Payne said that he had had made an iIn- 
vestigation based on the census returns 
of 190, showing the amount of domes- 
tic consumption of articles upon which 
duties have been raised, and also the ar- 
ticles upon which duties have been low- 
ered by the bill as finally reported from 
the conference committee. This had 
been done because comparisons have 
been made based upon the amount of 
importations, he sald. 

Prohibittve Rates Lowered. 

‘“‘Duties,’’ he sald, “have been lowered 
where they were too high under the 
present law, sometimes prohibitive in 
character, and for that reason the im- 
portations were comparatively small. On 
the other hand, they have been raised 
in some instances where the tariff was 
insufficient for protection and the im- 
portations were very great.” 

He then gave the following tabie 
which shows the consumption value of 
articles on which rates of duty have 
been increased and decreased in all 
cases where the amount of production 
could be ascertained:

SALINA, Kan., July 30.—On the last 
leg of their 2636.8-mile journey, the 
Glidden tourists left Salina this morn- 
ing at 6:30 o’clock for Kansas City. It 
is hoped to reach Kansas City by 5 
o'clock this afternoon. The distance to 
Kansas City is 212.8 miles. 

The route of today’s run lay through 
a part of Kansas that had experienced 
heavy rains of late and the roads were 
in bad condition. Penalties were al- 
most certain. Yesterday’s run did not 
take away any of the clean scores. 
Five cars in the contest for the Glid- 
den. trophy and an equal number in 
the Hower trophy class yet have per- 
fect scores. The two Pierce-Arrows, 
the two Premiers and a Marmon are 
perfect in the Glidden trophy class. 
Two Pierces, a Chalmers-Detroit, a 
Moline and the Lexington are still per- 
fect in the Hower trophy class. 

Yesterday's penalizations were award- 
ed to cars that already had lost points. 
No. 53, Premier, incurred a penalty for 
repairing a spring. The amount will 
be announced in Kansas City. The 
White Steamer, No. 14, was penalized 
4 points for wiring a mud guard. The 
Jewell, No. 111, lost 2.6 points for re- 
pairing a gasoline pipe. The Glide, No. 
10, which broke a front axle Wednes- 
day, was officially penalized 247 points 
last night. 


Iilctory of Glidden Tour. 


The sixth annual tour of the American 
Automobile Association which includes 
the contests for the Glidden, Hower +«nd 
Detroit trophies, stacted at Detroit, 
July 12, Thirty cass vere enterci. This 
yerr’s run for the G.dden trophy was 
the first outside of tle Eastern States. 
It was 2636.8, or 1000 miles longer than 
any former Glidden run and over roads 
of true country type all the way. 

From Detroit, Kalamazoo, Chicago, 
Madison, La Crosse, Minneapolis, Man- 
kato and Fort Dodge, the tourists jour- 
neyed westward through Nebraska and 
Colorado to Denver and thence East 
through Colorado and Kansas to Kan- 
sas City. Most of the penalties were 
incurred froin Council Bluffs westward. 
The roads along this route were in mis- 
erable condition. Between Kearney, 
Neb., the first stop west of Council 
Bluffs and Julesburg, C9:0, the seco1.d 
stop, perhaps the very wors: rodds of 
the tour, were encouncered. For haif 
of the 206 2 miles between Kearney and 
Julesburg, sand Was constantly causing 
trouble, and it was necessuar,” to pilot 
anumber of cars through.

NEW YORK, July 30.—Louis Bleriot. | 


the first man in history to fly over the 
English Channel in a self-propelled ve- 


hicle, today cabled his representative 
in New York that he would send over 
one of his monoplanes to enter the Post- 
Dispatch-New York World $10,000 Ful- 
ton flight airship contest. 

M. Bleriot informed his agent that he 
did not think he would be able to come 
to America with the machine, on ac- 
count of the multiplicity of affairs de- 
manding his attention, but that he 
would provide an operator if he cannot 
find someone in America to drive ths 
aeroplane. 

Ralph Saulnier, Bleriot’s representa- 
tive in America, cabled the aviator par- 
ticulars concerning the contest last 
Monday. Bleriot did not arrive in Par- 
is until yesterday, and apparently im- 
mediately made up his mind to enter 
one of his machines in the Fulton flight. 

The message did not state when the 
machine would be shipped, but said it 
would be one of the latest models. 
known as the No. 12. This machine :s 
capable of carrying two persons. It is 27 
feet wide from tip to tip and has a total 
surface area of 2 square yards. [It 
is equipped with a 30-horsepower Anzani 
motor and carries a weight of 11,100 
pounds, including passengers. It was 
in this machine that Bleriot recently 
flew from Tourny to Artenay, 15 miles, 
and from Issy to Etampes, 25 miles, It 
flies at an average speed of 50 miles 
an hour and has a speed test record of 
more than sixty miles.

HE aerial rate war is on. Ballooning is now a recognized mode of trans- 

portation in St, Louis and rate experts have issued tariff schedules to 
As no Harriman of the air has come forward with 
a scheme for merging the competing sky lines, there is fierce rivalry between 
the Aero Club of St. Louis and the South St. Louis Aero Club. 

Ticket offices may be established on desirable downtown corners to fa- 
cilitate the sale of round-trip transportation when the rush begins. 
bomb was fired at Thursday night’s meeting of the South St. Louis Aero Club. 
The Aero Club of St. Louis promptly met the competition and cut under it. 


The first 


Aéero Club has established a one-way 
rete of $40 each for passengers, provid- 
ing that five go up at the same time 
in the balloon University City. This is 
on the basis of $200 to pay for the gas 
and the use of the balloon. 

Meeting this rate the Aero Club of 
St. Louis announces that it will offer 
the same transportation facilities at a 
fiat rate of $35 a head. 

‘We'll meet the St. Louis Aero Club’s 
rate and go under it,’’ said an official 
of the South St. Louis Aero Club Friday. 
‘When we fixed the rate at $40 last 
night, we understood that the rate 
heretofore charged by the Aero Club of 
St. Louis was $45 for each person. If 
they can afford to make a rate of $35 
we can do it, too.’’ 

“Our rate of $35 a head for parties of 
five is very reasonable,” said H. E. 
Honeywell, official pilot of the Aero 
Club of St. Louis, ‘“‘but we’re not going 
to let anybody cut under us.” 


Must Charge $200. 
“So long as the University City be- 


longs to me I cannot risk its loss for 
less than $200 an ascension,’’ said John 
Berry, pilot for the South St. Louis 
Aero Club. “I am making arrange- 
ments to turn the balloon over to the 
club, and when that is done I won't 
care how low a rate is made, so long as 
my expenses are paid. The club will 
then be responsible for damage to the 
balloon.” 

The balloon passenger rate dogs not 
cover the return trip to St. Louis. If 
passengers alight 100 miles away they 
will have to pay their way back to St. 
Louis by rail or water. They will not 
have to pay the pilot's fare or for trans- 
porting the balloon to St. Louis. Those 
charges are absorbed in the through 
rate. 

Passengers Paid Gas Bill. 

Heretofore parties of two or more bal- 
loon passengers have been required only 
to pay for the gas necessary to inflate 
the balloon and an additional fee for 
the pilot. This fee for short trips rare- 
ly exceeded $25. 

Under the new schedules, now in ef- 
fect, the pilot will receive a larger fee 
and the aero clubs will make a small 
profit on each ascension. This profit 
will in a measure be offset by the 
chance that the balloon will be torn or 
lost. 

Members of both clubs agree that now 
been 
aroused, those who can afford to do so 
ought to be willing to pay a fair price 
for balloon transportation. 

So far no movement has been started 
for inaugurating an independent balloon 
line. There is one independent taxicab 
in St. Louis, but no “‘unattached’’ bal- 
loon.

“It was at first the intention to make 
the flight from the American League 
Baseball Park under the auspices of the 
Million Club,” said Berry. “I agreed to 


*pilot the balloon if my expenses were 


paid. That plan fell through. Two 
weeks ago Wenneker asked me if I 
wouW pilot him and a friend on a long- 
distance flight and I agreed to do it for 
$300. 


“He gave me a box of candy and 
I supposed that bouni the bargain. 
Now he seems to think my price is too 
high. I have already ordered the gas 
and will have to pay for it whether I

Doering had been beaten with bottles 
wielded, it is alleged, by Walter Town- 
er and Thomas Rourke. The dog fought 
the assailants and had received its share 
of cuts in the affray. When Doering 
was found unconscious the morning 
after the fight, the dog was at his side 
bleeding from half a dozen wounds. 

Part of the defense was that Doering 
had died, not from his wounds, but 
from an operation performed at the 
hospital. The dog was brought into 
court to show that the wounds inflicted 
on it were the same as those on Doer- 
ing. 

After its scars had been exhibited to 
the jury, the four-footed witness was 
led from the courtroom.

CHICAGO, July 30.—Instead of being 
the heroine of an internationa] romance 
which culminated in the suicide of 
Baron Oskar de Rothschild, Miss Olga 
Menn of Chicago, her father now ad- 
rnits, was the victim of an adventurer 
named Wolf, who called himself ‘‘the 
Baron de Rothschild.”’ 

Not only did Miss Menn attend thea- 
ters, visit cafes and appear at social 
gatherings with Wolf, under the im- 
pression that he was a member of 
the famous continental banking family, 
but she went to Berlin, believing that 
a wedding there would make her Baron- 
ess de Rothschild. 

In corroboration of a statement by 
Dr. Menn, father of the duped girl, 
several persons who know Wolf. say 
that this man was in Chicago on July 
5. Information from Europe is that 
Baron Rothschild was in Vienna on 
July 10. He killed himself on July 13. 
He could not have been in Chicago on 
July 6. 


Chicago society, and even many per- 
sons who were not in society, felt a 
sympathetic interest in Miss Menn’s 
blighted romance. They sorrowed with 
her in the tragic death ef the young 
nobleman, who, she and they believed, 
was to have made her a baroness. 

Sympathizers Smile. 

Miss Mena still-has sympathy, but its 
expression is mingled with a faint sug- 
gestion of an amused smile, when it is 
recalled just how pleased and delighted 
her family was at the prospects of se 
brilliant a match fer the young woman. 

Wolf was a suitor who wooed with all 
the ardor and dash of a young milord, 
even if he were just plain Wolf. He 
had ‘‘the grand manner,” he looked like 
a baron, he talked like a baron, to Miss 
Menn he certainly seemed to be a baron 
and an unusually charming one. 

He was much at the Menn home §na 
the family watched the budding ro- 
mance with’ unconcealed satisfaction. 
Miss Menn and “the Baron’’ appeared 
several times at fashionable social af- 
fairs at the exclusive Germania Club. 
Wolf was introduced there as “the 
Baren Oskar de Rothschild.”’ 

Registered as “Wolf.” 

It is learned now, however, that he 
was registered at downtown hotels as 
Wolf and not as baron, although clerks 
at the hostelries where he stopped say 
he had frequent teleplone messages in 
the name ef Baron Je Rothschild 

Dr. Menn cenfid to several friends 
that his daughter was about to make a 
match far more desirable and distin- 
guished than she might hope for even 
if, as a prima donna, she achieved the 
most splendid triumphs. Miss Menn, 
just before her departure for Berlin 
with her mother on July 4, told her 
friends that she was going abroad ‘‘on 
an affair very close to her heart.”’ 

Friends Krew of Plan. 

But despite the indefinite wording of 
these confidences there were few friends 
of the family who did not know what 
was in the mind of Dr. Menn and his 
daughter. They knew Miss Menn ex- 
pected to change her name to De Roths- 
child. 

Then came the intelligence from Ber- 
lin that the Baron Oskar de Rothschild 
had slain himself and tender-hearted 
friends of Miss Menn shed tears of sym- 
pathy for her. 

Yesterday Dr. Menn went to a pho- 
tographer and requested that plates 
on which Miss Menn and Wolf had 
been photographed be destroyed. Her 
companion in the picture, he explained, 
Was not a member of the famous bank- 
ing family, but a poseur who had de- 
ceived her. Therefore he wanted the 
pictures wiped out of existence. 

He followed this with a statement 
that his family never had known any of 
the Rothschilds. When pressed for an 


explanation, he said: 
Her Heart, Broken. 
“I had rather not speak of this 


man, whom we know now ag Wolf. 
My daughter was deceived. Her heart 
was broken. I have been convinced 
that we never entertained the Baron 
de Rothschild. And for this reason I 
gave out a statement to that’ effect.” 
Wolf, who created such a furore, not 
only won the heart of Miss Menn during 
his stay in Chicago. He also had a de- 
lightful social time. He went to many 
exclusive places. He met many exclu- 
sive people. He reveled in the fash- 
lonable life of Chicago and said to hotel 
clerks, with smug satisfaction beaming 
on his countenancé, that the society 
people were Meg ee him “royally.”

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PENALIZING BUSINESS ENTERPRISE. 

The merchants of this city should not stop 
with a protest or a contest against the arbitrary 
increase of their license taxes; they should at- 
tack and overthrow the whole system of levying 
license taxes on industry and commerce. It is 
unjust and unwise. 

Leading business men who protest against 
the heavy burdens laid upon commercial and 
manufacturing establishments through increased 
license taxes, say that some firms will be com- 
pelled to go elsewhere. They cay that the sales 
and stock of business men bear more taxes than 
real estate and money. In other words, we 
place heavier burdens on capital used in com- 
merce and manufactures, capital actively em- 
ployed in prosperous activities which build up 
the city, increase the values of real property and 
give employment to the population, than on real 
estate, the owner of which may do nothing io 
promote prosperity and the public interest, and 
upon surplus money. We penalize a man for 
going into business, for using his talent, en- 
ergy and capital in the creation of wealth and 
favor the wealthy idler and real estate specu- 
lator. 

There could not be a worse policy. If some 
firms are compelled to leave St. Louis on ac- 
count of unreasonable exactions how many will 
be kept out of St. Louis? How many men now 
knowing the cost of doing business here refrain 
from coming to St. Louis? 

But if the leading, prosperous merchants find 
the license tax burdensome, what must be the ex- 
perience of the small merchants who are strug- 
gling to get footholds and to make livings? What 
of the peddier, whose resources are taxed to 
the utmost to get his siock and his horse and 
-wagon? What an absurdity for a great city 
which exists, thrives and grows through busi- 
ness enterprise, to tax and penelize it! What 
an outrage as well as absurdity it is to tax a 
man for trying to mate a living and for trying 
to increase the city’s wealth and prosperity! 

The arbitrary increase of the license taxes on 
merchants and manufacturers has done some 
good. It has opered the eyes of the business 
‘men to the folly and iniquity of our tax sys- 
tem and to its deadly possibilities. They are 
beginning to see to what end th» logic of an 
administration in need of money may go. 

If it shall lead the business men to the conclu- 
sion that the tax system must be reformed; that 
business activities should be free from tax pen- 
alties and that the taxes should be levied upon 
l.ad values, accumulations and surplus income 
the lesson will be invaluable. St. Louis should 
no longer discourage business energy and enter- 
prise.

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THE RIGHT TO BEAR ARMS. 

There is considerable misunderstanding in re- 
gard to the two laws passed at the recent session 
of the Legislature on deadly weapons. Part of 
the trouble appears to be due to mixing up con- 
cealed arms with exposed arms. The cil.zen still 
has the constitutional right to carry arms, 
whether at the command of a recruiting officer 
or on his own behalf. But they must be bared 
to all the world. 

He cannot expose certain arms for sale in show 
windows. The section prohibiting the exposure 
of deadly weapons, “to public view” distinctly 
specifies “any revolver, pistol, bowie knife, spring- 
back knife, metal knucks, sword cane, loaded 
cane, divk, dagger, slungshot, or other similar 
deadly weapons.” There is no prohibition against 
a whole shop window full of rifles or guns of the 
kind our ancestors called “fowling pieces.” Can- 
nons are not included, either. And every kind 
of weapon may be viewed inside the store. 

The section on carrying deadly weapons does 
not, as has beer stated, prohibit the carrying of 
a deadly weapon of any kind anywhere unless one 
is traveling in a continuous journey through the 
State. It prohibits anyone from carrying ‘‘con- 
cealed on or about his person a dangerous or 
deadly weapon of any kind.” And it further pro- 
vides that no one may carry, concealed or ex- 
posed, any such weapon into any church, school- 
house, courtroom or any other place of public 
assemblage, or to any polling place on election 
day. It does not prohibit the St. Louis duck 
hunter from carrying his gun openly to Union 
Station and returning therewith after awhile 
loaded down with ducks. Nor does it touch the 
constitutional right of every citizen to bear arms. 
He may make his home an arsenal if he is so dis- 
posed, but when he goes out on the street he 
must observe the very reasonable police rule of 
letting his fellow citizens see how he is armed.

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STILL BEGGING THE QUESTION. 

In his letter to the Post-Dispatch, published 
Wednesday, 28th, on the abuse of police power, 
Judge Robertson begs the question just as did 
Mr. Anderson. 

The charge is that arrests are made without 
warrant and without the reasonable ground re- 
quired by the law as justification of this exer- 
cise of police authority; that the police break 
into private dwellings for the purpose of making 
arrests without warrant, and that prisoners are 
subjected to torture in the endeavor to extract 
a confession or evidence. 

Arrest without a warrant is forbidden by the 
law, except when there are reasonable grounds 
to justify immediate action, and in such case 
the officer acts at his peril: he must show that 
his grounds were reasonable and not the hasty 
conclusions of an unstable and flighty mind. 
That it is unlawful to break into a private dwel- 
ing without a warrant is a principle of law so 
well established that it is not worth while to 
argue the point. And the law gives the power 
to question a prisoner to the courts only. The 
police have no authority to question a witness, 
much less to torture him. 

_ The guilt or innocence of prisoners is not in 
ve} question before the police. Until that question is 














. ail-| answered by @ jury it is the duty of all persons, 











the prisoner does not lose his rights as an inno- 
cent man until the jury declares his guilt. 

In all criminal cases the procedure is carefully 
described in the law, from arrest to the execution 
of the sentence. The charge is that the police 
violate these rules of procedure; and it is no an- 
swer to say that they must be excused for violat- 
ing them in some cases because they do not 
violate them in all.

Duties of Missouri’s Governor.

The duties of the present Governor, in so far as 
they relate to the penitentiary, are simply the ap- 
pointment of the Warden and physician. Nothing 
more. All else in appointments and management 
is under the direct charge and control of the Board 
of Inspectors, consisting of the State Treasurer, 
Auditor and Attorney-General, All the appointments 
of clerks, guards and others are made by their ap- 
proval. So are all purchases of supplies and the 
making and approval of al] contracts made by them. 
The discipline and health of the penitentiary is all 
that comes under the eye of the Governor, or his 
appointees. The Governor practically has nething to 
say or do with the finances of the State other than 
one volee in four. The Governor, State Treasurer, 
Auditor and Attorney-General have absolute charge. 
Management and contre! of the moneys ef the State, 
as a Board of Fund Commissioners. The Governor 
is Commander-in-Chief of the Militia and of the 
State warship, Huntress. He is authorized to ap- 
point notaries public, fill vacancies in office by Re- 
publicans, veto bills and send messages to the Legia- 
lature to fill the legislative waste basket: These are 
about all the official duties of the _— Governor

“HOW CAN 1 BELIEVE I. IN 7 FAIRIES? 
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THE RIGHTS OF THE CRIMINAL. 
From the 8t. Louis Mirror. 

Ex-Gov. Charles P. Johnson is doing 
a@ great public service in his letters to 
the Post-Dispatch against the question 
under torture as practiced by the police. 
The issue is not local. The police of 
every big city torture prisoners to ex- 
tort information from them to be used 
against themselves or others. The po- 
lice say they do these things only to the 
professional criminal. The answer is 
not good. The police have®no right to 
abuse a man or woman who is a crim- 
inal. Even the criminal has rights. He 
cannot be deprived of life, liberty or 
property except by due, process of law. 
}He cannot be compelled to testify 
against himself. In England, when a 
policeman arrests a man, he warns the 
prisoner that anything he may say will 
be used against him. This ts supposed 
to be a freer country than England, 
yet, as soon as a man is arrebted here, 
he igs subjected to an inquisition under 
threats and often to the accompaniment 
of kicks and cuffs. The police have no 
authority to question under torture or 
otherwise. The only authority to ques- 


prisoner is tried. The police proceed 
upon a theery the exact opposite of that 
of the ,law. They believe every man 
guilty until he is proven innocent. They 
punish him without trial. They act as 
judge, jury and executioner. And they 
are the more ruthless the more helpless 
the person falling into their hands. Po- 
lice methods make criminals worse than 
they would naturally be. We read of 
city roughs who hate the law, and we 
think it just natural cussedness. We 
are wrong. Those men do not hate the 
law, They hate the police who abuse 
and maltreat them every time they are 
arrested. They are clubbed and drubbed 
on the street and in the calaboose. Their 
arms are twisted until they “talk’’ or 
they are denied food and drink. No one 
can speak with more authority on 
the subject than Gov. Johnson, who 
has been in the practice of crim- 
inal law fer fifty years. His tak- 
ing up the cause of the unfor- 
tunate and sinful against brutal author- 
ity, or, rather, ne authority, is char- 
acteristic of his noble and generous na- 
ture. We cannot approve the violation 
of anyone's rights without inviting the 
violation ef the rights of all. If we per- 
mit the police to abuse the known crim- 
inal prisoner, they will abuse every per- 
son who falls into their hands. If they 
are allowed to slug the “rats” of the 
siums they will proceed to give the 
third degree to a decent girl stenograph- 
er In the hope of compelling ‘her to tell 
the whereabouts of her absconding em- 
ployer. The police are not our masters, 
but our servants. They have no au- 
thority to do more with any man than 
hold him for a court to pass upon his 
guilt or innocence) They must be re- 
strained in their methods or their bru- 
tal custom may harden into something 
like law and we shall all be liable to 
arrest without Warrant and subjection 
to torture at the whim ef anyone who

WIDOW DEFENDS 
LOVE NOTES AS 
HUSBAND 3 WILL 


Mrs. Hall of New Orleans Will 
Resist Claim of Mrs. Free 
of St. Louis.

“I Want You to Have Every- 
thing, Hun,” Said Letter 
Dated Before Wedding. 








If two letters breathing ardent love 
are upheld by the Louisiana courts as 
a valid will, Mrs. Nellie Free of 65933 


Hall. 

She is suing at New Orleans with 
Clarke Hall of Thayer, Mo., a brother 
of the dead man, to obtain the estate, 
charging that these letters are forgeries. 

The letters purport to have been writ- 
ten by Carroll Hall to Mrs. Mary White, 
a widow, just before their marriage. 
He died five months after the marriage. 

Hall, a passenger conductor on the 
Texas & Pacific Railroad, had by thrift 
and judicious investment accumulated 


a bank at Thayer, $10,000 in a New Or- 
leans bank, and the remainder was in- 
vested in real estate. 

‘“‘A railroad man’s life is always in 
danger,’’ one of the letters says, ‘‘so I 
want to tell you, Hun, that if I should 
die I want you to have everything I 
leave.”’ 

Mrs. White, the widow of a Missis- 
sippi planter, whose fortune had been 
lost through speculatien, went to New 
Orleans, with her five children, accord- 
ing to news telegrams to the Post-Dis- 
patch, and opened a boarding house in 
a fashionable quarter. She has two 
grown daughters, the oldest, Agnes, he- 
ing 21, She is described as having 
retained much of her youthful charm. 
Carroll Hall, a boarder at her home, 
fell in love with her. 

“The charge that those letters are 
forged is a malicious falsehood,” Mrs. 
Hall told a Post-Dispatch correspondent 
at New Orleans. “I will fight the suit, 
and prove they are genuine.’’ 

Mrs. Free declined to discuss the 
suit when seen by a reporter at her 
St. Louis home. 
of yellow paper, dated July 30, 1908, 
“to my intended wife, Mary A. White, 
for leve and affection and attentions 
to me in my sickness, to protect my 
future wife, in the event of my death 
giving her full control.’’ 

This instrument was found to be fa- 
tally defective as to form, and Mrs. 
Hall—the marriage took place Aug. 2, 
1908—then filed the letters. 

The love letters follow: 

My Darling Mary: I was very 
sorry that you had to go to Rich- 
mond when I Was away. It was a 
long trip te take alone and under 
the circumstances. Do hope you 
found Agnes. 

I received your sweet letter this 
morning. It is useless to tell you 
how I miss you, and how I enjoyed 
reading it, but I don’t like the lec- 
ture. My own dear, I will never 
break my word to you. I promise 
yeu if you will be my wife I will 
never drink again or touch another 
drop of whisky as long as I live, 
and you don’t have to remind me 
how it would affect you. I know it 
nearly killed you when I was se 
bad off last winter. So, Hun, don’t 
worry. I love you too much to give 
you pain. Just think, In three weeks 
we will be married, and I will be the 
happiest man on earth. 

I am to go on a long run for one - 
or two trips.

Yeu know about my strong box 
in the Germania Bank—I took you 
there with me once. My password 
is Carroll. Also $20,000 and over is 
with my brother’s bank in Thayer, 
Mo. I want you to have every- 
thing I own, as you are dearer to 
me than everything in this world, 
and se secon to be my very own 
wife, 

Tell Lemley to let you bring Agnes 
back with you. She can have my 
big room. With best love. BURR. 
The second letter, dated July 8, 1908, 

reads: 

Hun: I failed to tell you I will 
see Will J. Morgan and Dr. Dabney 
and tell them we have decided net 
to buy a home until we return from 
the West. Now Mary, I am geing 
to give you as a wedding present 
$11,000. 

I have something over $10,000 in the 
Bank of New Orleans that I will 
draw out for you. Then you will 
have a bank account and get what- 
ever you want. How does that sound 
to you? 

I am so happy to think I can make 
your life happy and pay you back 
for what you have done for me, for 
if I should die I leave everything in 
bonds and money to yeu, and you 
will always know how I loved you. 

Now, don’t think I am sick, but I 
do want you to know everything is 
with my best love always, I am 
yours, Cc. B. HALL. 
Hall was killed when he tried to help 

another conductor eject a negro from 
a train. He was shot by a friend of 
the negre. Both negroes were hanged.
